or

46 [(ii)] (iii)  a place of reburial. 

3. Page 3, Lines 68 through 69:

68 (c)  A city that has a paleontology museum may retain, curate, and manage   

paleontological   specimens,   paleontological  

69 collections, and paleontological resources recovered on lands owned or controlled by the

city.
